Under Health Bill | 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
health care bill approved by 
the House Ways Means Com- 
mittee also would increase So- 
cial Security benefits and allow 
pensioners to earn more money 
and still collect a retirement 
check. 

The Social Security feature of 
the bill included many changes 
approved by the House last 
year in a measure that died 
during the final hours of the 
88th Congress. 

About 20 million Social Secur-| | 
ity recipients would receive a 7|' 
per cent increase in benefits, 
retroactive to the first of the 
year. The raise, which would 
be financed by higher payroll

increase for Social 
beneficiaries since 1958. 

Another change would allow 
the Social Security pensioner to 
earn an additional $350 and still 
remain on the rolls. Present 
laws permits the retired work- 
er to earn $1,200 before he be- 
gins forfeiting some pension 
rights. 

Under the present formula, a 
retired couple may earn $3,730 
before losing all pension bene- 
fits. The bill would liberalize

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AGING VETERANS IN YOUNTVILLE HOME 
NOW MUST GIVE UP PART OF THEIR SMALL 
PENSIONS BECAUSE OF LEGISLATIVE TRICK

In the splendid hospital at the Yountville Veterans Home 
an old veteran is dying. Almost 80 years of age, he is poor and 


friendless. 


Aman who served with distinction in two wars, he has a 
modest pension. But on the first of this month he had to pay 


$120 to the State of California: 


Why? Because in the 1970-71 budget, buried deep was a 
paragraph which few people noted. It reads “The Veterans’ 
Home of California shall collect from home members, after 
due consideration of income and family status, fees and 


charges for domiciliary, nursing 
home and hospital care from each 
member, to be effective on or before 
September 1, 1970.” 

The American Legion, when it 
learned of this attempt to charge 
the Home members, protested this 
action. 

The State Veterans Board op- 
posed the imposition of charges, as 
did the Director of the Department 
of Veterans Affairs. But such pro- 
tests fell on deaf ears, and in this 
most unusual action the Home was 
ordered to set a fee scale and collect 
the money — the pound of flesh as 
Shakespeare wrote in “The Mer- 
chant of Venice.” 

The Budget for the State Veterans 
Home — acknowledged to be the 
finest in the nation — is about 
$8,000,000 a year, to provide care 
for approximately 1400 aging and 
ill veterans, men turd women. But 
the State did not appropriate $8 
million dollars for the Home. 

No indeed! They appropriated 
$4,276,878. The balance of the 
money comes in grants from the 
Federal Government, paid through 
the Veterans Administration, in 
money recovered from Medicare, 
in reinbursements — and about 
$900,000 that the residents will 
have to give up from their small 
pensions, Social Security or other 
income they may have. 

In view of the fact that the Legis- 
lature cut $900,000 from the Home 
budget, it is interesting to compare 
this to the budget they voted for 
themselves. 

For instance, the first item in the 
new Budget is LEGISLATIVE. 

This shows $715,000 for salaries of 
Senators, $243,000 for expenses of 


kone = > aati 


Members of the Senate, and 
$6,145,900 for contingent expenses 
of the Senate — some $7,103,000. 

Turning next to the Assembly, 
salaries of Assemblymen come to 
$1,428,000. Expenses of Members 
are listed at $486,000, and contin- 
gent expenses $9,265,525, — some 
$11,408,525. 

Adding these together, we find 
a total of $18,512,425, almost 
TWENTY times the. amount the 
legislators ordered extracted from 
the poor old veterans. 

In order to raise the $900,000 — 
which incidentally does not go to 
the Home direct but to the General 
Fund of the State—the Department 
of Veterans Affairs proposed the 
following fee scale: for those in the 
Domiciliary $60 a month: for those 
in Nursing Care Wards, $90 a 
month, and for those in the hospital 
$120 a month. 

No veteran, we are assured, will 
be put out of the Home if he has no 
income to pay these charges. If he 
does have an income, from pension

or any other source, he will be per- 
mitted to keep a minimum of $50 
for himself. For example, a veteran 
with an income of $60 a month 
would be required to pay only $10 
a month into the General Fund. 

The question of fees and charges 
was not in the Governor's budget as 
submitted to the Legislature, but 
was first incorporated in the 
Senate’s version of the budget. It 
was not included in the Assembly 
version, so it was necessary to send 
the matter to a conference com- 
mittee where the Senate version 
was adopted. 

The matter of fees and charges 
was therefore voted on in its final 
form buried in the overall budget 
and never voted on as a separate 
item. 

It well may be that some mem- 
bers of the Legislature did not 
notice the item in the budget.

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AGING VETERANS IN YOUNTVILLE HOME 
NOW MUST GIVE UP PART OF THEIR SMALL 
PENSIONS BECAUSE OF LEGISLATIVE TRICK

In the splendid hospital at the Yountville Veterans Home 
an old veteran is dying. Almost 80 years of age, he is poor and 


friendless. 


A man who served with distinction in two wars, he has a 
modest pension. But on the first of this month he had to pay 


$120 to the State of California: 


Why? Because in the 1970-71 budget, buried deep was a 
paragraph which few people noted. It reads “The Veterans’ 
Home of California shall collect from home members, after 
due consideration of income and family status, fees and 


charges for domiciliary, nursing 
home and hospital care from each 
member, to be effective on or before 
September 1, 1970.” 

The American Legion, when it 
learned of this attempt to charge 
the Home members, protested this 
action. 

The State Veterans Board op- 
posed the imposition of charges, as 
did the Director of the Department 
of Veterans Affairs. But such pro- 
tests fell on deaf ears, and in this 
most unusual action the Home was 
ordered to set a fee scale and collect 
the money — the pound of flesh as 
Shakespeare wrote in “The Mer- 
chant of Venice.” 

The Budget for the State Veterans 
Home — acknowledged to be the 
finest in the nation — is about 
$8,000,000 a year, to provide care 
for approximately 1400 aging and 
il’ veterans, men iid women. But 
the State did not appropriate $8 
million dollars for the Home. 

No indeed! They appropriated 
$4,276,878. The balance of the 
money comes in grants from the 
Federal Government, paid through 
the Veterans Administration, in 
money recovered from Medicare, 
in reinbursements — and about 
$900,000 that the residents will 
have to give up from their small 
pensions, Social Security or other 
income they may have. 

In view of the fact that the Legis- 
lature cut $900,000 from the Home 
budget, it is interesting to compare 
this to the budget they voted for 
themselves. 

For instance, the first item in the 
new Budget is LEGISLATIVE. 
This shows $715,000 for salaries of 
Senators, $243,000 for expenses of 


Members of the Senate, and 
$6,145,900 for contingent expenses 
of the Senate — some $7,103,000. 

Turning next to the Assembly, 
salaries of Assemblymen come to 
$1,428,000. Expenses of Members 
are listed at $486,000, and contin- 
gent expenses $9,265,525, — some 
$11,408,525. 

Adding these together, we find 
a total of $18,512,425, almost 
TWENTY times the. amount the 
legislators ordered extracted from 
the poor old veterans. 

In order to raise the $900,000 — 
which incidentally does not go to 
the Home direct but to the General 
Fund of the State —the Department 
of Veterans Affairs proposed the 
following fee scale: for those in the 
Domiciliary $60 a month: for those 
in Nursing Care Wards, $90 a 
| i for those in the hospital 
$120 a month. 

No veteran, we are assured, will 
be put out of the Home if he has no 
income to pay these charges, If he

checks increase 


An increase in monthly com- 
pensation checks for eligible 
veterans has now been an- 
nounced by Donald E. John- 
son, Administrator of Vet- 
erans Affairs, 

President Nixon has signed 
into law the increase author- 
ized by Congress. 

The new rates will raise VA 
compensation ‘from eight to 
twelve percent retroactive to 
July 1. 

Veterans are urged not to 
write or call the VA regard= 
ing this increase as it will 
come automatically and VA 
officials are now working to 
set up veterans records. 

VA officials explained it this 
way. The retroactive increase 
at the new rate will be re-| 
ceived by veterans in the check 
for September 1970 that reach-: 
es the veteran about October 1.

or any other source, he will be per- 
mitted to keep a minimum of $50 
for himself. For example, a veteran 
with an income of $60 a month 
would be required to pay only $10 
a month into the General Fund. 

The question of fees and charges 
was not in the Governor's budget as 
submitted to the Legislature, but 
was first incorporated in the 
Senate’s version of the budget. It 
was not included in the Assembly 
version, so it was necessary to send 
the matter to a conference com- 
mittee where the Senate version 
was adopted. 

The matter of fees and charges 
was therefore voted on in its final 
form buried in the overall budget 
and never voted on as a separate 
item. 

It well may be that some mem- 

bers of the Legislature did not 
notice the item in the budget. In 
the hectic legislative tangle at the 
last session the Assembly did not 
vote out the budget until July 2, 
two days after the statutory require- 
ment date for the state budget. And 
the Senate did not vote it out until 
July 4. 
"And since this item was in the 
budget, the Governor was power- 
less to veto-it; as he can not veto a 
single item. 

So in this manner the imposition

Papaverine Hydrochloride: This drug is my favorite for 
several reasons, though it is contraindicated in about 25/5 
of cases. Recent research tends to indicate that the metabo- 
lites of this drug, which is one of the alkaloids of opium, 
may be toxic to the liver as shown by liver function tests 
such as SGOT, or by the occurrence of jaundice, first noticed 
in a yellowish coloration of the eyes. 


Also, though | think less frequently, there may occur the 
same unwanted side effects encountered in the use of drugs 
previously mentioned. Papaverine should be used with 
great caution, or not af all where there is Glaucoma. 


All of the drugs mentioned tend to relax the circular 
muscle fibres around the arteries and arterioles, thus per- 
mitting dilation and increased blood supply to the heart 
muscle and some other areas, too. 


However, this tends to lower the blood pressure and ina 
patient with low to moderate pressure to begin with, the 
more likely the occurrence of the unwanted side effects 
because of inadequate circulation to the brain and, perhaps, 
bad kidneys. 

Papaverine is of distinct benefit in cases that have irregu- 
larities (arrhythmias) in their heart beats (pulse) such as pre- 
mature Systoles (contractions) of the upper chambers (atria), 
or the lower chambers (ventricles) of the heart and the more 
dangerous ventricular arrhythmias. | consider this drug bet- 
ter and much safer than Quinidine in such cases. 100, the 
drug can be used safely and beneficially after a coronary 
occlusion (myocardial infarct), previously mentioned. 

Papaverine drugs commonly used are: Cerespan, Pavabid, 
Pavadel and Vasol, and are usually taken in twice a day 
dosage.
